and Malcolin had then a lesson of tactics in Indian life that served him 
well afterwards, He carried to the Governor-General the colours of the 
“ annihilated French force,’ and he was again ordered to join the Ni- 
wam's contingent when war waa declared againat Tip Sahib, The 
greater part of the native soldiers, belonging to the old French force, 
were employed by the Nisam, and + to his army. The Sepoys, 
deprived oF thelr old officers, became disorderly or mutinous on 
march, Captain Malcolm was employed to command them ; and when 
afterwards an European regiment was joined to this division of the con- 
tingent, the 38rd was selected by General Harris; and thus for the firet 
time Captain Malcolm was brought into connection direotly with Colonel 
Wellesley. They were upon the march against Seringapatam, The 
capture of that celebrated fortress, and the death of its owner closed the 
war upon the 4th May ; but during the summer, Captain Malcolm was 
engaged in di lomatie arrangements, either In that quarter or at the 
Court of the Nisam, In the autumn, the Governor-General decided to 
vond an ambassador to the Persian Court, at Teheran, in the hope of ex 
clting the Persians to deliver ua from the fear of Zemaun Shah, who 
was thon the ruler of Afghanistan, aud who threatened to Invade India, 
We ave now at war with Persia in defence of Affghanistan, So late as 
1799, Maloolm was sent to Persia in search of help against the Affghans. 
Aa the British people had not been represen in Persia for two cen 
turies preceding that date, Lord’ Wellesley wished to give an air of Orl- 
ental magnificence to the missiva, and he could not have selected an offi- 
cer more ready to secoad (his policy than Captain Malooli. His n- 
diture and presents during the Persian embassy were ne | pre ne 
They ably contributed to establish @ certain influence at Teheran 
for a time ; but only for a short time; and it was overthrown by the 
adroltness and tact of the French Embassy, which, soon after Captain 
Maloolm’s departure, was rendered resident; so that his stipulations 
against any intercourse with the French went for nothing. He embarked 
at Bombay, on the 29th December, 1799, for the Persian Gulf, in one of 
the Company's frigates, with a suite who might have satistied an older 
diplomatist, The frigate reached Museat in eleven days, and appears to 
have been a slow sailer, The opportunity was seized to improve our in- 
tercourse with the Imaum of Muscat, and the Arab chiefs have ever since 
that date proved true friends of the British connexion. Malcolm did not 
reach ire until the let February, 1800. Then began the usual

And on the 16th November, 
Captain Malcolm, the son of the Eskdale farmer, was ted to the 
Shah of Persia, as the representative of the Gorecate-Genersl of India. 
Difficulties arose regarding the manner of his presentation. The Persian 
authorities insieted that he only represented a subordinate official, and 
not King George of England ; and was not entitled, therefore, to the con- 
sideration that might have been bestowed upon the Governor General 
himself. Malcolm Sahib carried himself with a bigh head, and a liberal 
hand, through these difficulties, and became a favourite at the Persian

At.this period a great calamity occurred, which tended, undoubtedly, 
to render nugatory the exertions of Malcolm in Persia, and all the ex- 
penditure of his mission to Teheran. halib Khan had been ap- 
— by the Shah of Persia to return the visit, and he bad landed at 

bay, early in the summer of 1802, He halted there, to arrange the 
forme of his presentation at the Court of the Governor-General. fing 
that delay, a “quarrel! arose between the Ambassador's retainers 
the English Sepoys forming the guard of honour.” Hi Khalib Khan 
interfered to quell the disturbance, and wos killed by a casual shot. The 
occurrence caused very great grief to Malcolm, who was = terms of 
friendly Intercourse with the nobleman, who had been selected 
for this honour ; to meet a deplorable fate, Malcolm was instracted by 
the Governor-General to communicate with the Persian Court. He re- 
paired to Bombay for that , and an amusing illustration Is given 
of the state of the road, by bis capture on the highway, between Bomba, 
and Poonah, A chief wanted a hostage in the troubles that loomed in 
the distance, and he selxed Maloolm., After a short confinement and a 
happy one, among the mountains la a pastoral village, he was released, 
but the chief pald a pare Se for his precaution in seizing an English 
Sahib, who, at this date, taken rank as a Major, From Bombay he 
communicated with the Persian ety and his ministers regarding 
the death of their ambassador ; and Mr, Kaye desoribes the result of bis 
proceedings In the passage which we extract :— 

All were satiafled, from the King on the throne to the humblest of the defunct 
Eloheen’ retainers, But the magnitude of the crisis had been greatly oxagge- 
rated.

Another ambacaador waa not, however, seat ; from which we conclude 
that the Persian noblemen were not so willing tofbe killed as Mr. Kaye 
supposes, The Persian sovereign may not have been inclined to resent a 
caamity which was accidental, although he may have entertained a differ- 
ent opinion ; but we know that five years afterwards he welcomed Gen- 
eral Gardanne, the Ambassador of France, and submitted to his influence. 
In October, 1802, a t battle was fought near Poonah, between the 
armics of Holkar and Scindiah, who was assisted by Row, but was 
defeated. In his discomforture, be sought assistance the British. 
Their help was obtained, but Poonah became soon after one of our princi- 
pal stations, and is now a familiar word—the title of a leading town in 
Anglo-India. Major Malcolm was named to the residency at Mysore, but 
the Governor-General, acquaiuted with his diplomatic tact, detained him 
to deal with Holkar, Scindiah, and their subordinates, Although no offi- 
cial was probably more acquainted with India, yet he had altogether mis- 
calculated the strength of the Mahrattas ; for he wrote, now exactly fifty- 
ears ago, or upon New Year's Day of 1803, to one of his correspondents, 
irkpatrick, a political agent of the Government :— 

I anticipate every success from an armed negociation, and | trust that the 
affairs of the Mahratta empire will be settled without blood. The present ap 
pearance is favourable to such a result ; bat should it be otherwise_should we be 
required to repel attack, or to paniah perfidy—can there be a doubt of success? 

Ten days afterwards, he wrote to General Lake, who was then Com- 
mander-in-Chief, in a similar style of confidence, not only as to the result 
of a battle, but also of a negociation which would render unnecessary any 
hostile proceedings :

it refers happened several years ago; but befere | commence let me re- 
= you to remember, that only one door-post of the shop in Fleet 
treet was ornamented with an elephant’s tusk, I say “ was,” from the 
possibility of its having been removed at some period during my long ex- 
patriation ; though frown the well-known ty evinced by established 
undertakings to hold their ground there, it may yet remain. 

Aa I stated, we were in the interlor of India. The detach- 
ment to which I belonged was commanded by Captain S-—, and we had 
been joined on the road by three civilians in the Company's service, On 
the fourth day, after a fatiguing march, we arrived by tea o'clock, A.M., 
at the village of G——., with the intention of remaining there a couple 
of days, Having seen all necessary duties properly attended to, and set- 
tled ourselves as comfortably aa ciroumstances would permit, we had 
time to recruit our nearly exhausted energies, This we partially ac- 
complished with tiffin and Hodgson’s liquid staff of life, and ultimately 
drove fatigue out of his entrenchments by a resort to the arms of Mor- 
pheus, This latter achievement accomplished to our satisfaction, a few 
of us, after a stroll through the village and a peep into the chowléry, and 
the bazar, returned with impatient appetites to wait the bugle’s cheering 
roast-beef note ; occupying ourselves in the mean time with watchin 
and criticising the natives who were lounging about, or engaged in vari- 
ous ways chietly consequent upon our presence among them. 

Like all sublunary affairs, that most tedious of all divisions of the day, 
the hour before dinner, at length wore itself out, and we eat down witha 
determination to make re the drafls the last few hours bad 
made on our stamina, On the duragion of our prandial ceremonies, and 
the nature and quality of the viands I will not now dilate ;—hunger die 
courses best dinners, and best enjoys the flattering tale-—we had scarce 
finished, and had time to feel the pulka’s grateful breath and settle our- 
selves to the luxurious enjoyment of cheroots, pawnee, yy gaff, and 
other insinuating inventions, when an orderly entered with the exciting 
intelligence that a herd of wild elephants were in a neighbouring jangle 
and had for a week past been committing great havoc in the maize 
grounds of the villagers, 

This information endued us with new life and spirit; and forgetting 
the fatigue of the last few days we determihed upon pen BO their 
quarters on the following morning.

Defeat of Lord Palmerston: Dissolution of Parliament. 

It was duly ect down in the last issue of this journal that, on the morn 
ing of the 4th inst., the government was leftion a minority of sixteen 
in the House of Commons, on Mr. Cobden’s motion conoerning the diff 
culties in China. By the Liverpool steamer of the 7th further informa 
tion came to hand, showing what line of conduet the Premier intends to 
pursue, under the emergency that thus suddenly arose. He declines 
then, under circumstances, to resign office ; he appeals ‘to the country 
and leaves the Electors to deeide whether they approve his conduct of 
public affairs, or whether they be eoatent to entrust the national helm to 
the motley crew who have passed on him a condemnatery vote. And 
the Premier is in the right of it; no less im view of the interests of the 
country at large, than in referenee tc his own personal position. At the 
moment, it is the foreign policy of Great Britain, with which Lord Pal- 
merston is inseparably identified, that almost exclusively occupies the pub- 
lic mind ; and it is on a branch of this foreign policy that his Lordehip’+ 
heels have been tripped up in Parliament. It is ecarcely to be supposed 
that any one of the possible candidates for the honour of filling Lord Pal 
merston’s place—whether Lord Derby, Mr. Gladstone, Lord Aberdeen. 
or Lord J. Russel|-—could have commanded a majority in the Lower House. 
The Coalition was strong enough to pull down by its united strength ; 
but in none of the assailing parties were there to be found the elements 
of administrative force. Besides this, we caa imagine that Lord Palmer.

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None of our constant readers will accuse us of any unreserved politi- 
eal attachment to Lord Palmerston. On the contrary, he affords us, pro- 
vokingly often, an occasion for complaint. What for ‘instance can be 
more lamentable than the correspondence that has appeared in print be- 
tween Lord Panmure, who epeaks for the government, and Sir John 
MoNeill and Colonel Tulloch? The letter, in which the War Minister 
offers these excellent public servants a pecuniary recompense for their 
labours ou the Crimean Commission, is unexampled as a bit of official im- 
pertinence, injustice, and bad taste. Nor in foreign affairs can we al- 
ways recognise a statesman, in our very lively Premier ; he is too much 
inclined to the clap-dash school, in his dealings with minor powera— 
However, we did not mean to pass his Lordship under review ; we only 
intend to say that his moral courage as chief adviser of the Crown is un- 
equalled, and furthermore that this very quality is the one least seldom 
found, and the one most needed in this period of our country’s his 
tory. We shall have other opportunities of considering his prospects, 
in respect to the coming Elections, before we begin to reocive returns 
from the hustings, and we may see reason for modifying our opinions. 
At present, we surmise that whilst the Carlton Club and the Reform Club 
are negotiating the ticklish ground for a anited opposition, the constita- 
enciea will step in and settle the matter in Lord Palmerston’s favour. 
They tell us that his political power is exhausted: the Coalition have 
probably imported from the Kast an elérir wii for his epecial benefit. 
Deputations and addresses to him, from Liverpool, London, and other 
places, tend to prove this assertion to be correct. We incliue to think 
also that the grandecs of the money market will throw their weight into 
Lord Palmerston’s scale. The Times backs him decidedly ; the Rothschilds, 
it ie surmised, are shareholders in that opulent and powerful establish- 
ment ; Mr. Delanc, the editor in chief, was one of the select guests, the 
other day, at the golden wedding of a prince and princess of the Stock 
Rxebange, described at lenzth elsewhere. 

Adieu, for the preeent, to law amendments, educational schemes, and 
sundry other useful subjects before Parliament! We shall all be too 
mach excited about the great combat of parties, to heed what really con- 
cerns our interests much more. 

Going back for a moment to the immediate cause of this variation in 
the routine of political life, we must note the remarkable spectacle af- 
forded by the House of Commons at the close of the four nights’ debate, 
It is described above, by the pen of a very ready writer; but it may 
twaly be said that, although party feeling was stimulated to the highest 
piteh, the manifestation of it was restrained within the bounds of deco- 
ram. The isterminable length and infinite number of the speechce made 
prevent us giving even a synopsis of the arguments adduced and the elo 
quence dirplayed ; but we are bound in fairness to add that, in weight of 
wards and of ingenious sophistry, the Opposition had a decided advan- 
tage. Yet, after all, the best answer to Mesars. Cobden, Disraeli, Glad- 
stone, and Lord John Russell is simply this—had they, or any of them 
been the occupants of Downing Street, they could scarcely have done 
otherwise than has been done by the powers that be. The course of the 
Queen’s high officers in China has been approved, and the forecs for their 
support are to be largely strengthened. 

The Position in China. 

The Hong Kong mail of January 15 discloses several grave facts. Sir 
Michael Seymour, the Admiral in command, had changed his position, 
and in place of occupying the old Dutch Folly fort and that which bears 
the name of the Bird's Nest, he had, on the 12th, blown up the former 
and concentrated his land force in the latter. He had moreover set on 
fire and destroyed a considerable portion of the city lying outside the 
walls of Canton proper, thereby opening a sweep for his heavy artillery 
against the citadel of exclusivenes. A loss of three lives occurred in the 
operation, and a handful of our men were wounded. Amongst the latter 
was Bosign Statham, of the 59th regiment. The old anchorage and the 
settlement of Whampoa have also been abandoned by fthe British and all 
foreign residents and traders. But this is a comparative trifle. Two more 
serious circumstanccs are reported —tl.e one, that the long-continued feud 
between the Rebels and the Imperialists has been patched up or sus 
pended, so that thelr joint energies may be devoted to the extermination 
of all foreiguers ; the other, that the Chinese have attempted, and perse- 
vere in their efforts, to close the navigable channels of the river by the 
eazy process of sinking junks where the water shoals. Three steamers, 
two frigates, a sloop-of-war, and a gun-brig constituted at the latest date 
the whole force at Sir Michael Seymour’s disposal ; and it would be im- 
prudent so to subdivide this small force as to command every passage, 
considering the prodigious numbers of fire-vessels and other means of an- 
noyance in the hands of oar cowardly but crafty foca. But before the 
Admiral submits to be caught like a rat in a trap, and cut off from 
supplies and reinforcements, it may be presumed that his hitherto humane 
forbearance will be thrown overboard, and that he will strike terror into 
the hearts of the Chinese by a few showers of red-hot shot. From what 
we remember to have seen of the densely populated city, during a short 
visit many years ago, we conclude that it would be an easy matter to 
treat it, as the U. 8. ship, Qyene treated Grey Town on a memorable oo- 
easion, ander provocation comparatively trivial—A fresh monstrosity 
ea the part of these gentle beings, whom Mr. Cobden declares that we 
have so cruelly abused, was also just brought to iight, at the moment 
of the last mail closing. The servants and purveyors employed by the 
British, American, and other settlers at Hong Kong, are natives of the 
place. They have, it seems, been etimulated by the extraordinary 
rewards offered by Commissioner Yeb for the destruction of foreigners, and 
have commenced an indiscriminate system of poisoning. It was not known 
that any lives had absolutely been sacrificed ; but the family of Sir Joba 
Bowring was raid to be striken down, ag also Mr. Chisholm Anstey, the 
Attorney General of the Colony, and once a somewhat noted M.P. As 
the Rev. and somewhat irreverent Sydney Smith hoped that, when a rail 
road disaster occurred through negligence, a Bishop at least might be 
among the victims ; #0 cannot we regret that in this dastardly crime the 
wretches have struck at high game. So much the greater the sensa- 
tion that will be aroused ; so much the sarer retribution will follow.— 


outbreak was frustrated by the prompt energy of the Governor and the 
Bvropean inbabitants ; but there is no denying the formidable extent of 
the conspiracy, no disguising the consequent danger. It is satisfactory 
to think that the energies of our countrymen generally rise on such oo 
casions ; nor need we fear--if the mistaken humanity of the Cobden 
echool can be muzzled for a time—that all this trouble will work well in 
the end. Our resources are ample. If the new peace-treaty with Per- 
ela be ratified, it would be easy to transfer the expedition from the Per- 
ian Gulf to the China Seas, where the perils of climate are very slight 
By the way, we notice that Sir James Brooke, the famous Rajah of Sa- 
rawak, has lately gone from Singapore to Hong Kong, with recruits—pro- 
bably of his own raising. [His rare capacity, and familiarity with Eastera 
language and customs, will make him a valable ccadjuter. 

Is should have been mentioned that, after the adverse vote in the 
House of Commons, the Opposition claimed from the government that 
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ite spirit should in some way—not exactly defined—be carried out. The 
government demurred against abandoning ite own proper functions, 
whilst still responsible for the lives and the property of our countrymen 
in China ; and the House did not get up another majority for the exprees 
purpose of dictating what should be done, or with a view of delegating 
its own Commissioners to the task of supervision. Nevertheless, it is 
quite probable that a special envoy may be despatehed to China, invested 
with supreme authority to treat or fight; and as Lord Elgin’s name 
always appears in print when a special personage is wanted for some 
delicate and dignified mission, we are not surprised to observe it once 
more bruited. For further particulara, we must await another European 
mail now due ; and conclude by stating that several ships of war, and 
some military re-inforcements are far on their way to China, and that 
one thousand of the Royal Marines, under Colonel Lemon, are held in 
readiness for embarkation at Plymouth. 

Before handing over this long story to the chances of the next badget 
of news that comes to hand, we must bestow a word upon one other 
point connected with it. It would be impolite to pass unnoticed a few 
editorial remarks made in the New York organ of Russia, on Thursday 
last. We mean, of course, the Tribune; for since to its remarkable in- 
sight into the hidden things of that country, and to its unswerving advo- 
cacy of Russia in war and peace, the Tribune bas now added permission 
to a noted Russian personage to herald himeelf as an attaché of its office, 
we must distinctly recognise the privilege that journal enjoys in serving 
ite two masters—the American People and his Majesty the Czar.—From 
the very commencement of the Anglo-phobia now existing in China, 
it has been surmised that St. Petersburg had been in close commu- 
nication with Pekin. And probably not without reason. When your 
property is stolen) and you eee thieves prowling about, it is not 
unnatural to think of cause and effect. When a very feeble nation 
suddenly plucks up age, and ifests a ferocious batred against its 
best customer, we may well look for prompters and supporters. When 
an unscrupulous but admirably-served power maintains ite avowed repre- 
sentatives and its secret agents in every port and place all over the world 
—not omitting Washington and New York—and has obvious advantages 
to gain by such instigation and aid, that power may well be suspected. 
Is it very improbable then, under all the familiar circumstances with 
which there is no need to trouble the reader, that Russia should serve a 
double purpose by fomenting this unfortunate strife? Bent apon annex- 
ing to her own gigantic empire still larger slices of Chinese territory in 
the North, it was an artful, though a very transparent move, thus to ori- 
ginate disturbances in the South, and concentrate resistance there. 

But this point need not be urged. It is the new protest made by the 
Tribume that interests and amuses us The watchful guardian of Ruasia 
is troubled that a “ridiculous jealousy and suspicion of Russia should 
be just now so popular an English hobby.” It is really a pity ; but we 
shall eontinne our humble efforts to keep the hobby on its legs, and to 
bring it from time to time before the eyes of Americana. At the mo- 
ment, the Tribune bas rather needlessly awakened a fresh suspicion. We 
have but just heard the fact that the Imperialists and Rebels in the neigh- 
bourhood of Canton have coalesced, when that paper asks, in bland tones, 
quite at variance with its usual energetic style, how it is possible that 
this too sheuld be the work of Russia. The suggestion was new to us; 
but it betrays, we think, a guilty conscience. Besides, the grounds for 
disbelief in the rumour, which our contemporary assigns, are really lu- 
dicrous in the extreme. With delicious naiveté, through which the 
latent satire is almost visible, it enquires “what means has Russia more 
than anybody else of communicating with the Chinese rebela, or even of 
knowing who their leaders are?” Poor dear, innocent, lamb-like Musco- 
vites! How could they forget that they alone, of all civilized nations, 
maintain a diplomatic resident at the Chinese Court? Could not he have 
managed it all, without personally adventuring on a wild-goose chase 
after the unknown (?) leaders of a deadly civil war ? 

We hope hereafter that the Russian editor of the Tribune will not at- 
tempt the milk-and-water style. Let him be content to furnish informa- 
tion ; or that journal will cease to become noted for its intensity and scath- 
ing vigour. In the meantime, we incline to hope that the Czar has really 
been pulling the Chinese wires, these many months past. For as it 
seems likely that a serious lesson will be administered to that unhappy 
people, his Majesty may profit by it at second-hand. He will find that 
as in the late Turkish war, and as in the now-concluding Persian war, 
the pear ie net quite ripe.

British North America. 

The Canadian House of Assembly—by a close vote of 63 to 53—has 
adopted the ingenious proposal of the Ministry, that her gracious Majesty 
the Queen be invited to point out to her loyal subjects in Canada the 
spot that will best suit them for their purposes of local government. This 
result of an immense amount of debating and dodging was preceded by a 
series of attempts to select this or that site; butin each case the opposi- 
tion of the whole was brought to bear against the special local influences, 
and each goodly city of the favoured few did but figure in a smal! minority. 
Why there was such evident shrinking from a test vote that would have set- 
tled the affair in five minutes—by a simple resolution that the palm should 
be awarded to the place having a plurality of voices in its favour—it is 
not for us to determine. Uncertainty has its charm, as you may have 
seen boys linger over their chances and prolong their agonies of suspense, 
by converting a plain toss-up into the best two out of three, and that 
aguin into three out of five. Let us be pardoned for the homeliness of the 
illustration ; but really it is dificult-away from the local excitements 
and wire-pullings which are natural enough—to view the whole subject 
in a serious light. One government paper indeed lauds the plan, because, 
it rays, agreement is impossible. Why sof You differ amongst your- 
selves from year’s end to year’s end ; but knotty points are nevertheless 
settled, without reference to extrancous tribunala—Two questions re- 
main—will the Ministry persevere, with so slender a majority in favour 
of so preposterous a project ?—if they do persevere, what will the Colo- 
nial Office say? On the former point we are in ignorance. On the lat- 
ter it may, we think, be presumed, that the guardian of her Majusty’s 
eutlying possessions will take a purely Imperial view. He will aay, and 
with some justice, that if the inhabitants of Canada are indifferent on the 
subject, the best place will be that which is best fortified against the emer 
gencies of any future war. If Trade and Commerce on the spot be dumb, 
the War Department at home will be pretty sure to lift up its voice. 

The Coroner's Inquest at Hamilton has not yet, to our knowledge, 
rendered its verdict on the causes of the late awful calamity. The reco- 
very of the engine shows it probable, however, that the bridge gave way 
under an “ irregular strain,” that could not have been foreseen. The ix 
sue of the investigation will be awaited with distressing anxiety ; and we 
can but repeat our hope that no culpability will be established. 

From Newfoundland we have a maas of papers and documents, all 
tending to show the sense of injury and injustice under which the Colony 
is labouring, and the determination to resist at all hazards the consum- 
mation of the obnoxious agreement. But whilst we ponder over the 
space that might be devoted to extracts and explanations, our eye lights 
upon one clause in the Convention itself, which considerably cheers us, 
and the importance of which, with all respect, does not appear to have 
been duly appreciated. The treaty is only to go into operation, after the 
Imperial Parliament and the Legislature of Newfoundland shall have 
enacted the requisite regulations, or in other words, shall have given 
their consent.—Now, if Newfoundlard unites as one man, in opposition, 
how is the hateful change to become law ? 

The recently appointed Ministers in Nova Scotia have been re-elveted 
to the Assembly ; and “ by large majorities,” says the Telegrap’.—On 
the other hand, New Brunswick is in commotion. The government can- 
not commAnd majorities. and is about to follow Lord Palmerston’s exam, 
ple. . The House has been prorogued, and will forthwith be dissolved. 
Our good friends within all the borders are verily having troublous 
times.

If General Walker’s soldiers in Nicaragua cannot prevent his being 
cooped up within very narrow limits by his loving fellow citizens, whe 
would gladly pay him back some portion of the infinite miseries that he 
has inflicted on them—at least, not a few of the letter-writers in his em- 
ploy carry a high head and make him out a mighty potentate. A very 
funny tale is in print respecting a visit recently paid him by Captain Sir 
Robert MeClare, commanding H. B. M.'s steam corvette Bat. This offi- 
cer, well-known as the practical solver of the great Arctic problem, 
touched at San Juan del Sur, on the evening of the 10th ult. He found 
in port a little schooner in Walker’s service, commanded by a Captain 
Faysoux. The latter’s vessel was flying the Nicaraguan standard ; but 
having neglected the international courtesies, universal amongst na- 
val officers, Sir Robert not unnaturally concluded that she was a semi- 
piratical craft. He therefore summoned the Captain to bring his com- 
mission on board the Ask ; which the latter declined to do, but after some 
further messages cxhibited the needful document, and apologised for his 
previous neglect of customary forms. Hereupon our Captain was satis 
fied, and the trifling squall blew over. Afjer this, Sir Robert McClure 
proceeded to visit the redoubtable Walker himself at Rivas, who, what? 
ever may be his faults or hie fortunes, is an object of some curiosity. 
Over this visit, certain correspondents of the press here have made merry, 
and have—in their own opinion—exalted their great hero by describing 
him as an unmannerly brute. Now we know him to be unscrupulous and 
unwise, but we can’t on such doubtful evidence believe that a man, gene- 
rally represented as cool and phlegmatic, should be so absurd a fool as 
to lose his temper and insult a British officer. If we could believe even 
that, we should be staggered by the farther statement that Sir Robert 
quietly submitted. Really, these scribblers must think us all very credu- 
lous hereabouts. For their own sakes, they should not draw the bow 
thus indiscreetly. 

The Atlantic to be Seamed with Wires. 

Presently we shall have morning and evening editions of London and 
Parie news, for the Company now organised, with ite American terminus 
in Newfoundland, is not destined to a monopoly of communications, A 
rival scheme is proposed in the metropolis of the British empire, intended 
to traverse a route through more Southern latitudes.

Gunnersbury Park, once the abode of a monarch’s favourite sister, and 
now the perren’ Bu retreat of a “ Merchant Prince,” whose ancestral line 
dates beyond monarchies, yesterday witnessed a scene and an occasion 
perhaps the most impressive and pict jue that ever found record in 
matrimonial annals. :

in trade who bad sold such articles before Masson's patent, That bad 
rendered it incumbent upon the plaintiffs attorney to go about in the 
trade to make inquiries, and the result of those inquiries the jury would 
hear. Only on Thursday last the defendant had obtained leave to amend 
his notice, which he did b eseye bay 20 or 24 names, and adding — 
others; and he also added three other [iw to his previous list. The 
object of the improvements now to be laid before the jury was that of pre- 
servin, visions and making them of transport. That was the 
ea, and approximated to what Masson had in his mind, though 
the application of his invention was not go limited. Masson was gardener 
to the Central Horticultural Society in Paris, and he sold his pateat to 
Chollet, the fplaintiff. A patent was taken out in 1850, but it was not 
till the beginning of 1851 that the plaintiff introduced it iato England. 
it was exhibited at the Gireat Exhibition of 1851, and obtained the appro- 
bation ef the judges. who awarded a prize medal, considering it to be an 
invention of great yon Bans utility. 

At first the trade slighted it and ridiculed it; but its merits at length 
became 80 apparent that it was now in the greatest use not only by the 
Government of this country, but also by many foreign governments. It 
was adopted in the navy and in emigration vessels, and to such an extent 
Pwas it used in the campaign of the Crimea that no fewer than 800,000,000 
rations of the preserved vegetables were sent out and consumed there. 
The method in which Masson treated succulent vegetables was this :—He 
caused them to be desiccated by exposure to heated air, and thea placed 
them on wicker shelves, where they were dried; and then, by means of 
hydraulic pressure, he reduced them to the smallest compass, 80 that they 
became, as it were, airtight. In that state = might be —s years, 
and yet the vegetables, when dressed, were of precisely the same charac- 
ter as before ; the vegetables the same nutritive quality, and 
even the same appearance, with the exception that they were ler in 
size. As an instance of the astonishing effects of Masson's process, the 
learned counsel exhibited to the jury a cake of four inches 
square and a quarter of an inch thick, which when dressed would form 
rations of vegetables for five persons. He also exhibited another cake, 
61b, in weight, and which appeared to be about one foot square and an 
inch and a half thick, which the learned counsel said would form rations 
for 145 persons. The cake at present was hard and dry, but when dress- 
ed it would come out like vegetables dressed for dinner ; and the learned 
counsel added that he had given directions that some of it should be 
dressed in the course of the inquiry for the satisfaction of the jury, (laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. James suggested that an aitchbone of beef should be added 
(Laughter.)—Sir PF, Thesiger said Masson’s invention consisted of the 
combination of desiccation and compression, resulting in an article en- 
tirely new. He understood that the aintiff was threatened with hops 
and tobacco, whieh were compressed, but the jury would recollect that 
that was for the purpose of stowage merely,—Lord Me instanced 
hay, which was compressed for the same purpose.—Sir F. my —And 
cotton, The defe t would also refer to the case of dried fruit, figs 
and raisins, Masson's was one combined of drying or desiccatin 
the article and compressing it; and that process bad vever been pract 
before Masson bad taken out his patent. 

Mr. James here observed that the question was whether the plaintiff 
could prevent everybody from doing what by had done before.—Sir F 
Thesiger said he would undertake to ve that Warneky’s patent, on 
which the defendant would rely, was identical with the plaintiffs The 
plaintiff manufactured hie cakes in Franoe, because he was able to do it 
there more cheaply than he could in England, 

The deed of assignm ni « xecuted by the [ag wed to the plaintiff, on 
the 28th of March, 1855, was then pat in.—Mr. James at onoe took the 
objection that the plaintif could not sustain the action without proving 
that the assignment had beon registered in “ The Register of Proprie 
tors,” as required by the Patent Law Amendment Act, 1852.
